The EO reported on the Irrigated Lands Regulatory Program. Region 4 participated as a
partnership agency in the National Water Quality Initiative, a funding resource that the
Natural Resources Conservation Service (NRCS) offers to help farmers implement
conservation practices.

In 2020, the NRCS service team located in Ventura County submitted applications for the
National Water Quality Initiative Readiness Phase for the Calleguas Creek and Ventura
River Watersheds. Water Board staff members and the United States Environmental
Protection Agency, NRCS, Ventura County Resource Conservation District, and the
Ventura County Agricultural Irrigated Lands Group worked together in the application
process. The applications were approved.

In November of 2020, the team received the 2020 Excellence in Conservation Planning
Awards Partnership of the Year and were honored at the California Association of
Resource Conservation Districts conference.
